Home-Cooked vs. Canned 


Usually there’s a profit for this 
enterpriser, because he signs up a 
considerable number of labor or- 
ganizations and runs the thing on} 
a chain basis, The same general 
junk, guaranteed on the whole to 
offend nobody and please nobody, 
is run in the whole chain. 

Then for each three or four} 
papers in the chain one man is 
hired to buzz about from county 
to county and gather a few news 
items for each paper he serves. 
He hurries back to the headquar- 
ters of the chain in Oakland or in 
Los Angeles as the case may be, 
hastily writes up his bag of local 
items for each paper, and the 
presses start rolling pretty soon, 
and a truck—often pretty lightly 
loaded, too—rushes off to the 
towns so served with such stuff. 
That’s their paper, sort of. 

The argument is advanced that 
since many labor councils are 
weak, that’s the only way for them 
to get papers. All right, then. Let’s| 
call such paper the Canned Baby 
Food Labor Press. But East Bay 
Labor for 28 years, now, has been 
an example of the Home Cooked 
Meat and Potatoes Labor Press.

Haggerty In 


Statement on 
\Governorship 


C. J. Haggerty, on official sta- 
tionery of the California Labor 
‘League for Political Education, 
matled out this week in his ca- 
pacity as State LLPE secretary- 
treasurer, a printed statement ad- 
dressed to “All Unions, Councils, 
and Political Leagues.” 


Defending Governor Knight, the 
Republican candidate, whom Hag- 
gerty is supporting for election, 
Haggerty says that when Knight 
was a Superior Judge in Los An- 
geles, he never issued an injunc- 
tion against labor unions, although 
at that time “employer powers in 
southern California were ... con- 
stantly getting injunctions to deny 
our unions their basic rights.” 


Haggerty contends that “since 
becoming Governor in October, Mr. 
Knight has been “a proven friend 
of the working people.” 


Haggerty then cites the prom- 
ises, calling them “direct, unquali- 
fied statements,” which Knight 
made to the State LLPE conven- 
tion April 12 against socalled right 
to work legislation, against hot 
| cargo or secondary boycott legis- 
lation, against a jurisdictional 
strike law, and in favor of collec- 
tive bargaining. 

Haggerty further cites Knight’s 
advocacy of increased unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits, and the 
measures passage at the recent 
special session of the Legislature; 
and Knight's refusal to back a 
scheme of “powerful southern Cali- 
fornia growers to import 
sands of British West Indian farm 
workers.”

The Government modernization- 
loan program has come pretty 
close to becoming an actual ve-| 
hicle for racketeering with the ap-} 
pearance of crews of salesmen and 
promoters—known as “dynamiters” 
who travel from one area to an-| 
other selling home-modernization| 
projects. The dynamiters have 
been shown to have charged exor- 
bitant prices for various products} 
and purported repairs. They then 
turn the jobs over to local con- 
tractors to do the actual work at a| 
true cost sometimes half what the| 
promoters charged the homeown. 
ers. Then the promoters turn the 
homeowner’s notes over to banks} 
and pass on to another region to! 
repeat the campaign. 

You can see how some banks in 
effect have aided such gouging. 
Because FHA for all practical pur- 
poses guarantees the banker 
against loss on such loans, a num- 
ber of banks have been lax in mak- 
ing the investigations of dealer re- 
liability they are supposed to make 
under the FHA program. 

After this department's reports 
last fall on the mastic-paint jobs, 
an FHA official wrote us defend- 
ing the loan program and pointing 
out that FHA called the attention 
of local banks to the operations of 
mastic-paint promoters, and 
warned them “repeatedly” to exer-| 
cise “extreme care in_ selecting 
their dealers and in approving the 
products to be financed”.

Steamfits Get Lifting Technique 


By J AMES MA MARTIN 


It has been called to our atten- 
tion the increase of injuries from 
lifting. Last year almost 20,000) 
Calitornia workers were disabled 
by injuries trom lifting. In other 
words, one out of every seven work | 
injuries in the State occurred be- 
cause people did not know the 
proper way to lift. When you real- 
ize that almost every one of us 
lifts one thing or another during! 
the day you can see how important | 


it is to lift correctly. If you've been! 


injured at work, it you've strained 
or sprained your back or have a 
hernia, if you've lost several weeks 
pay, it’s a good bet that you lifted 
something the wrong way. 

It is better to learn to lift be- 
fore than after you are injured. 
Therefore, the right way is, back 
straight, legs bent with weight 
close to boagy. When you lift the 
right way, the most powerful! 
muscles in the body, those on the 
legs, take the load, 

There are limits to the weight 
each person can lift safely. Your 
physical condition, build and sta- 
ture have a lot to do with your 
ability to lift heavy objects. The 
strain of lifting is dangerous to 
anyone with a weak heart, high 
blood pressure or lung disease. 
They must get help if necessary. 
SAFE WAY IS BeST WAY 

In lifting, as in most things the 
safe way is not only the best way 
but the easiest way. You have to 
be especially careful in lifting be- 
cause the back and _ stomach 
muscles are very easily injured and 
they bear most of the strain if 
lifting is done incorrectly. Injury 
means being out of work, with pain 
and hardship and distress to you 
and your family. The records show 
that it takes seven to nineteen 
weeks to recover from a lifting 
injury. Can you afford that? If 
you can't, follow these ten lifting} 
commandments: 


1. Size up the load. If it seems 
more than you can easily handle 
yourself, get help. 

2. Face the load squarely and 
get a firm footing, feet planted 
firmly and properly spread (10 to 
12 inches apart is about right.) 

3. Never lift from a kneeling 
position, that is, with a knee touch- 
ing the floor or ground, 

4. Bend your knees,

It Was 8 Years After War I, 
Big Business Back in Power, 
Union-Busters Had Big Dream 


It is now in 1954, some nine years since the ending of 
World War II. The Republicans are back in power after a 
long spell of Democratic rule. Labor is worried !est it be com- 
pelled to fight for the very life of trade unionism. 


In some ways the present moment is strikingly similar to 
that in which East Bay Labor Journal was founded, in 1926.) 
For then it was about eight years since World War I had 
ended; the Republicans were back in power after a long spell 
of Democratic rule; and labor was compelled to fight for the} 
very life of trade unionism. | 


We are all familiar with the arguments of Secretary of the| 
Treasury Humphrey today for lightening the load of taxation 
on his fellow big businessmen, so that they will feel free to 
invest a lot of money in a lot of new machinery and create 
a lot of new jobs. Well, shortly before this labor paper was| 
founded, Secretary of the Treasury A. W. Mellon was simi-| 
larly pleading the cause of his fellow big businessmen. 


Not content with the repeal of the excess-profits tax and 
the surtax reductions that Congress had included in the 
Revenue Law of 1921, Secretary Mellon pressed insistently 
tor further reductions. He said, and familiar indeed it sounds: 


“High tax rates tend to destroy individual initiative and ser- 
fously impede the development of productive business. Taxpayers 
subject ‘to the higher rates cannot afford for example to invest 
in American railroads or industries or embark on new enterprises 
in the face of taxes taking away 50 pecent or more of any return 
that may be realized ... The result is to stop business transac- 
tions that would normally go through and to discouragement of 
wealth from taking the risks incidental to developing and opening 
new business.” 


Labor organization in 1926, when East Bay Labor Journal] 
was in its first year, was distinctly on the downgrade. It had| 
declined heavily since, six years before, labor unions had 
been considered at the height of power, with a membership 
which, due to War I conditions, had doubled since 1914. War 
demands had provided a basis for spectacular membership 
gains in munitions, shipbuilding, car repairs, railroads, textiles, 
clothing, and other trades affected by the war. 


AFL Steel Union, Hopeful After 
War I, Struck Against 12-hr. Day 


In the months following that first Armistice Day of 1918) 
an unexpected continuation of prosperity allowed the unions 
even to increase their wartime membership. With added num- 
bers and greater financial strength, labor pushed its new 
power aggressively. By 1920 it was believed to have brought| 
wages on a par with the increased cost of living, and it had 
reduced the working week for skilled workers in industry as 
a whole from 53.3 hours in 1916 to 50.4 in 1920. 


In fact, six years before the founding of this paper, or-! 
ganized labor felt so confident, so full of hope for the future, | 
that there was much tall talk of democracy in industry, aboli-| 
tion of unemployment, higher wages, shorter hours, equal pay| 
for women for equal work, abolition of child labor, the right} 
of public employees to organize and bargain collectively, | 
limitation on the power of the courts, government ownership 
of public utilities, governmental development and operation! 
of water power, and better regulation of corporations. 


Labor also in those days of hope right after World War |

Strikers Called Reds, Coolidge 
Soared to Fame as Anti-Unionist 


But soon the daily press was at its deadly work, with able 
assistance from the propagandists for the big steel owners.| 
The strike was pictured as an uprising of foreign Reds, poor} 
Negroes long trodden-upon in their native South and eager 
for a new chance were recruited as strikebreakers with prom- 
ises of wealth and freédom in the North, and State troopers 
and coal and iron police intimidated strikers and crushed 
civil liberties. The great strike was broken! 

Another strike in that hectic post-War I period threw up 
into national prominence the man who, later, was President} 
of the United States when East Bay Labor Journal was| 
founded: Calvin Coolidge. This was the Boston police strike| 
during which Coolidge, then Governor of Massachusetts, told 
AFL President Samuel Gompers: 


“There is no right to strike against the public safety by any- 
body, anywhere, any time.” 


This statement went all over the nation, and to reaction-| 
ary employers, eager to deflate unions now that the wartime| 
need for so much laborpower was over, it became the slogan 
that put the commonplace New Englander into the White 
House, first through the death of President Harding in 1923,

One writer has said that technological unemployment has 
|been more or less continuous since the Industrial Revolution 
of the 18th Century, but it is doubtful if it has ever been more 
acute than in the period since World War I. Conservative 
estimates show that even in the boom years of the twenties 
the average number of the unemployed ran well over a mil- 
jion and a half—and remember the population was smaller 
then!—while in the recession years of 1921, 1922, 1924, and 
1927 it was more like three million unemployed. 


With a sufficient supply of unemployed to keep employed 


and elsewhere to stand up against many of the methods used} workers scared, there was in the twenties quite a develop- 


iment of the speed-up and the stretch-out. Only the younger 
|workers could stand the strain, and this increased the ten- 
|dency to throw out everyone aged over 40, still more building 
jup the unemployed. 


| Harold U. Faulkner and Mark Starr in their valuable 
|little book, ‘Labor in America’ point out some additional 
factors: 

“There were other influences in the 1920’s difficult to measure 
but necessary in building up a complete picture of labor during 
| these years. Higher wages, an improved standard of living ac- 
companied in some cases by ownership of company stock, and 
insurance policies, tended to develop a ‘middle class psychology’ 
or attitude on the part of workers. Unions seemed unnecessary 
and many workers lost interest in labor organization. In earlier 
years unions had provided not only an opportunity for economic 
improvement, but also a center for recreational and even intellec- 
| tual activities. With the development of the automobile, the radio, 
and the moving picture the wage earner found new interests and 
recreational facilities outside of union halls.”

Food by Carload for Jobless Here 


In this paper's report on unemployment, on the first page 
of this issue, will be found a note on the fact that the San 
Francisco Chronicle, a Republican paper, tells this week how 
bad unemployment among the machinists is getting. 

Yet not long ago the Oakland Tribune, another Repub- 
lican paper, took occasion through its Knave column, to chide 
East Bay Labor Journal for systematically reporting the 
amount of unemployment in this area. Also a personal friend 
of our editor, a man who holds a good position in the business 
world of Oakland, telephoned our editor and argued that no 
good end is gained by such systematic reporting of the unem- 


ployment situation. 

Then Governor Knight, returning from Washington last 
week, where he had informed our California Congressional 
delegation that there is so much unemployment in California 
that it would be very harmful to cut down defense work, 
turned around and told the press out here that talk about un- 
employment was largely political hogwash, or words to that 
effect. 

But also in our unemployment report this week will be 
found the statement of Welfare Director S. H. Thompson of 
Alameda county that he is distributing six carloads of U. S 
Government surplus potatoes to some 2500 needy cases, 1000 


at least of these needy cases directly attributable to unemploy- 
ment. Thompson says his organization has been distributing 
meat, cooking fats, cheese, butter, dried milk, and beans from 
the U.S. Government as well as potatoes. 

Food by the carload for the unemployed—that is a New 
Deal policy which was launched by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
over the dead bodies of old prejudices and decayed ideas. 
Governor Knight belongs to the political group which still 
puts fresh flowers of rhetoric and green branches of balder- 
dash on the cemetery of those old prejudices and decayed 
ideas. But it is not politically feasible for him or his political 
group to stop Director Thompson from feeding the unem- 
ployed, especially at this time when the race for the June 8 
primary is on, and Governor Knight is trying to make the 
gentle purring sound of a lover of labor. 

But there are unemployed, and we're glad they’re being 
fed, thanks to the party of Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
S. Truman, of which this paper's candidate for Governor, 
Richard “Dick” Graves, is the spokesman.
